“fish” moving rapidly through the water on 
the outskirts of the trawlor flaot might very 
eaaily bo mistaken for torpade-boat by an 
‘| officer whose norves were “on tho jump.” Bad 
a Japanese tor pedo-bont boon in tho vicinity on 
the fateful night she would certainly have 
ghown no lights, aad a huge whale, dark in 
colour, showing only the eurves of its big back, 
and moving at o high spead through the water, 
might easily have been mistaken for such a 
craft, by’ those on the Ruesian svén of-war.

The most reasonable answer to this query is 
that any passing whale would not have been 
| geen in tho dark, unless it came quite close up 
to the little vossela, and, that when the Russians 
disclosed their presence. by flinging tho search- 
lights on the flout, the trawler-med had wo 
thought bat to watch tho operations of the~ 
passing warships. . Once the bombardment be- 
gan, it is hardly likely that they would have 
eyes for passing whules, eveu if such creatures 
) did not instantly dive below the water, ‘The 
prosence of whales off the’ Dogger Bank is 
quite nnderstandable, for the whale is a wanier- 
ing Doart, aud knows as well as the fishermen 
where food is obtainable.” 

Against this somewhat thin theory of the 
antecedents of a disgraceful affair must be | 
set the more believable one that the Russians 
were druck, It is no longer mere theory.

That all sorts of excuses have been and

Everyone, from the Admiral downwards, seems 
so demoralised, and without heart or hope.” 
There is also the theory that A Russian 
party was desirous to provoke a war with 
Great Britain to afford excuse for patching 
upa pence with Japan. Concerning this idea, 
the Japanese point of view is apt to be 
overlooked. The Times publishes a letter 
signed K.Suysmarsc, which protests against 
the suggestion that Japan would be willing 
to agree to a peace, however favourable to 
herself, at the cost of exposing her ally: to 
unfetiered Russian aggression.

Tho Hussian Naval General Staffat’ Bi. 
Petsraburg ‘last month ‘published the two 
following hey ie from. the Admiral com-' 
manding the Second Squadron of the Pacitic 
Fleet, Aide-de-Comp-General De Rorzhdest- 
yonsky :—- . 
“lst, Tho incident of the North Sea was 
provoked by two torpodo-boais, which, without 
showing any lights, under cover of darkness, 
advanced ‘to attack the vessel steaming at tha 
head of the detachment, When the detachment 
began ta-swoep t! sea with its searchlights and 
opened fire the p: sence won also discovered of 
several small steam vossels; resombling small 
steam fishing-boats, Tho dotachmont en- 
deavoured to spare these boats, and c-ased fire 
as soon 2s the torpedo-boats were out of sight:

detachment until morning on the scene of the 
occurrence did not render assistance to the
